The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Atwal reflects a preference for 3-hydroxy substituted compounds and thus 
applicants' choice of the particular sub-genus of 3-unsubstituted compounds within the 
reference's genus is not considered to be anticipated. See applicants' arguments. Thus 
the anticipation rejection is withdrawn. 

The instant Rule 132 Declaration shows unexpected results for the instant 3- 
unsubstituted compounds relative to the 3-hydroxy compounds of the reference in 
improving the activity of pancreatic tissue. This pancreatic activity is totally different from 
the cardiovascular, anti-ischemic and anti-arrythmic activities disclosed in Atwal. Thus 
applicants' sub-genus is not obvious over Atwal.
